Chicago, April 15.—Railway* and ^ 
^railway employes each were claiming | 
•victory today in the decision handed 
down by the U. S. Labor, Railway La- 
hor Board late yesterday in which 
abrogation of existing national agree­ 
ments regulating working conditions 
on American railroads on July I, was 
ordered. 
The railways asserted that the de- 
’ cision recognized tjhc inequalities in 
the present 
agreement 
which 
the 
roads all along have contended im­ 
posed a burden upon them. They call­ 
ed the decision a ‘substantial step to­ 
ward relief of the present situation." 
Union leaders contended that the 
decision was in their favor in that 
the labor board announced that it will 
Jk>romulgate reasonable rules after July 
which will include groups of work­ 
ers not included in the present agree­ 
ments. 
They were pleased also over 
the provision of the decision which 
permits the workers to choose their 
own representatives for conferences 
to be held with no hindrance to selec­ 
tion of officials of the national un­ 
ions. 
The decision of the board i» that 
the present agreements shall not ex­ 
tend beyond July I, but that in the 
interim the separate railroads 
and 
their employes shall confer and agree 
among themselves upon such rules as 
* 
they can agree upon. 
The board will be informed of the 
various agreements and disagreements 
resulting from these conferences, and 
as soon as possible after July I, will 
promulgate “such rules as it 
deter­ 
mines just and reasonable." Whatever 
the new rules are, they will be effec­ 
tive as of July I, 1921. 
In promulgating its decision the 
board reviewed the claims of the con­ 
tending parties and found m6nt in the 
arguments of each side* Certain rules 
the board declared / ‘are unduly bur­ 
densome to the carriers and should In 
^ ju stic e be modified." Other rules, it 
© w as said, might well be modified in 
the interest of employes.

Propositions In Con­

Washington, April 15.—This week's 
events in Washington led inevitably 
to the conclusion today that the mis­ 
sion of Rene Vivian!, France’s special 
envoy to the United States has been 
welf night a complete failure- 
M. Viviani came to 
the 
United 
States ostensibly to “pay France’s 
respects’* to the new administration. 
What he really came for was outlined 
in the series of 
private discussions 
Which he held with officials of the new 
administration and influential mem­ 
bers of the senate foreign relations 
committee. 
His mission as thus out­ 
lined embraced three objectives. 
1—To persuade the United States if 
possible to enter the league of nations. 
2—To prevent the passage of the 
Knox resolution declaring an end to 
the state of war between the United 
States and Germany. 
3—To obtain in 
support of 
the 
United States in forcing upon 
Ger­ 
many the 
reparations 
settlement 
agreed upon by the allied premiers in 
London and Paris. 
*. 
President Harding neatly disposed 
of the two first propositions in hl3 
message to congress on Tuesday. He 
informed M. Viviani and the world 
.thaf; the United States can never 
become 
a member 
of the 
existing 
league of, nations and he advised the 
passage of the Knox resolution with­ 
out that famous section five which 
was the only thing which made it pal­ 
atable to the French. 
That section 
five wpuld have put the United States 
on record as concerning itself with 
future European quarrels which was 
exactly what France desired- 
When 
the purpose of section five was ex­ 
plained to M- Viviani in one of th^ 
conferences with administration lead­ 
ers, the eloquent Frenchman, with a 
chararisijje gesture ,exclaimed: 
“Viola! J t is as good as the league 
of nations." 
The third object of M. Viviani’s mis­ 
sion—obtaining American support in 
the reparations—has been a partial 
failure.

wanted the administration to come 
out and flatly endorse the reparations 
settled upon by the allied premier*, 
which would make <Gtasemany pay im 
demnities of approximately $55,000,- 
000,000 and a 12 1-2 percent tax on hor 
exports.

Columbus, Ohio, April 15*—Although 
admitting that state dry inspectors 
under the direction of State Prohibi­ 
tion Commissioner Parker, are

1901—Twenty Years A go—1921 


The attitude of the British coal miners is similar to that of 
the American railroad men just as their recent history is similar. 
The British government to meet war exigencies, took over 
the mines and then subsidized them, as the United States govern­ 
ment took over and subsidized the railroads. When the British 
government relinquished control of the mines, the workers de­ 
manded their nationalization, just as American railroad workers 
demanded nationalization of their industry when it reverted to 
private ownership. The British mine owners found, when they 
turned control of their properties, that they could not continue 
the high wages established by the government, especially in a 
rime of deflation and falling prices. The .American railroads have 
discovered the same thing. In both cases the employes refuse ! 
to accept reductions. 
The only important difference is that the British miners ' 
have been more prompt and vigorous in voicing their protest 
against proposed reductions than the American railroad men have i 
been. There is danger, however, that the latter will follow the i 
British example. 
In both countries the workers, in these and other industries, 
have got to realize that there cannot be lower prices without lower 
wages all around, and that lower wages, justly applied, will assure 
cheaper living to such an extent that they will lose nothing. It is 
merely a question of working out the re-adjustment scientifically 
and fairly, and it is surely not necessary to strike and destroy 
mines or ruin railroads in the process.

extract. 
Stir until the sugar and gelatine 
are dissolved and pour into an or­ 
namental mould. Chill on the ice 
and serve with sweetened whipped 
cream. 
Apple Tapioca Podding—Three­ 
quarters cup tapioca (cold), one 
and one-half cups boiling *i 
one-half teaspoon salt, six 
apples, one-half cup sugar. 
Soak tapioca one hour in cold 
water to cover, drain, add boiling 
water and salt. 
Cook in double 
boiler until transparent. Core and 
pare apples, arrange in buttered 
baking dish, fill cavities with su­ 
gar, pour over tapioca and bake 
in a moderate oven till apples are 
soft. Serve with sugar and cream 
or top milk.
